London. Nov. 20.—(British Wireless 
Service)—Captain Persius, the German 
naval critic, has chosen the moment 
when the finest vessels of the German 
navy are about to be surrendered to the 
allies, to publish in the Berlin Tageblatt 
a sensational' article containing revela- 
tions regarding: the German fleet. Cap 
tain Persius says the hope that the 
German fleet would be able in a second 
Skagerrak battle to beat the/ British 
fleet rested upon the bluff ana lies of the 
naval authorities. 
In August, 1914, Germany had about 
1,000,000 tonnage in warships, the writ- 
er points out, while Great Britain had 
more than doube that, and 'thanks to 
the mistakes of von Tirpitz, the Ger- 
man material was quite inferior to the 
British. 
In the Kkagerrak battle, he declares, 
the German fleet was saved from de- 
struction partly by good leadership and 
partly by favorable weather conditions. 
Had the weather been clear or Admiral 
von Scheer a less able leader, the de- 
struction of the whole German navy 
•would have resulted. The long-range 
British guns would have completely 
smashed the Hgter armed German ships 
As it was the losses of the German fleet 
were enormous and on June 1, Captain 
Persius says, it was clear to every think- 
ing man that the Kkagerrak battle must 
Be the only general nava| engagement of 
the war. 
On all sides, continues the writer, Ad- 


miral von Tirpitz was advised to con- 
struck only submarines, but he remained 
obstinate. On October 1, 1915, several 
members of the reichstag made an earn- 
est appeal to the army command—not 
to the naval staff—with the result that 
an order was issued terminating the 
construction of battleships in order that 
the material might be used for the 
making of U-boata.

In this man- 
ner, at the beginning of 1916, twenty 
three battleships had been disarmed, as 
well as one newly-built cruiser. 


At the beginning of this year, Cap- 
tain Persius states, the German navy 
consisted only of dread naughts and bat- 
tleships of the Heligoland, Kaiser and 
Markraf types .and some few battle 
cruisers. All 'the ships whicn von Tir- 
pitz had constructed from 1897 to 1906 
at a cost of innumerable millions, had 
been destroyed and the U boats that had 
been constructed had proved unable to 
fight against British warships 


Admiral von Acappelle during his per- 
iod as head of the navy, says Captain 
Persius, constructed very few subma- 
rines of the large type, but in official 
quarters it was still stated that Ger- 
many possessed an enormous number 
of U-boats and that the losses were 
virtually nil. That was v>t true, the 
writer stated. Only a small percentage 
of her submarines were actually operat- 
ing at any given time. Captain PersliM 
declares. 
In January, 1917, for in- 
stance, when conditions were favorable 
for submarine work, only 12 per cent 
were active while 30 per cent were In 
harbor; 38 per cent under repairs, and 
20 per cent incapacitated. 


Submarine crews, he says, were not 
sufficiently educated and trained, and 
they looked with distrust uixm the 
weapon. 
In the last months, he re- 
veals, it was very difficult to set men 
for submarine work, as experienced 
seamen looked upon the submarine war 
fare as political stupidity. 
Captain Persius tells of the mutiny 
that broke out at the beginning of this 
month when the German navy was or- 
dered oul for attack. Had the seamen 
obeyed, the writer remarks, innumerable 
lives would have been lost and. he t'e 
clares that "every thinking man. there- 
fore, is of the opinion that the seamen 
on November 5 rendered an invaluable 
service to their country."

GOVTS CONTROL 


Director Wjers First Staieaeit 


of the Measure Weft 


Will Be Enforced,, 


CONSUMERS WASTE A SIXTH 


Public Should Be Taught t» Saw 


Natural Ga« •< Coal Ga» Cast* TJwaa 
Times as Much—Adequate Price 
Would Lessen Waste. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—The recently 


appointed director of the Bureau of 
Gas Conservation, Mr. Samuel S. 
"Wyer, in an address to the represen- 
tatives of municipalities and v the gas 
managers of the mid-continent 'field* 
told them that they Were about to he 
put under licenses; that any one w,ho 
did not stop the -wasting of gas would 
lose his license to handle it. 


The parts of his statement of the' 


attitude of the government of inter- 
est to the consumer follow-: 


Unless arrangements .are made 


whereby neediest waste is stopped, 
the time is not far distant until at 
least the smaller distributing plants 
will be left with nothing but an emp- 
ty or gasless distributing plant. 


As a practical proposition that goes 


to the very root of the whole con-' 
servation question, I made the state- 
ment this morning and this after-' 
noon and will repeat it now that 
you can never have conservation of 
natural gas until you have an ade-* 
quate price. Whether or not this Is 
desirable, it is simply a cold-blooded 
engineering and economic fact, and 
no amount of juggling will ever 
change it. 
Twice as Hot at a Third the Coat. 
We believe, as a matter of public 


education, that it is our duty to teach 
the public what natural gas is worth, 
and that it is our duty to teach the 
public as to what they will have to 
pay for substitutes for it when it IB 
gone. 
And when we speak about 


natural gas being gone, we are not 
talking: about anything that is vague 
or visionary, or something far re- 
mote. 
We have a very practical 


case in Richmond, Ind., where they 
are now paying 35 cents for natural 
gas. They will have to go on manu- 
factured gas about October. For that 
they will pay $1.35 for half of the 
heating value of their 35-cent natural 
gas. In other words, it is equivalent 
in that place, so far as the public is 
concerned, to Jumping the price to 
the public from 17 & cents to $1.35. 
It is a fact that the public must rec- 
ognise, that what they are wasting 
is a priceless resource, a resource 
that has never been duplicated, and 
I don't believe it ever will be, by any 
' made product. 


We expect through publicity to 


show the public how the ordinary do- 
mestic consumer can eliminate • 
large waste on his own premises. For 
instance, we have made a series of 
tests that indicate so far as we- have 
gone that, as a general proposition, 
one-sixth of all the natural gas that 
passes through domestic consumers' 
meters is never burned, hut is sim- 
ply wasted through leaky fixtures, 
leaking cocks, leaking nipples, leak- 
UK collars, elbow pipes and pin holes.

Probably the walls of 
one of these chateaus would be the 
most prominent thing from a distance, 
and with its castle walls, large gate- 
way (iron), round block-house comers 
with small openings which were once 
used bj archers for the purpose of de- 
fence and tile moss covered roofs, all 
this together with the many small 
buildirgs partly shaded by trees and 
the beauty of the surrounding country 
makes one of the most beautiful pic- 
ture?" you ever saw.

one rf these villages though, you are 
greatly surprised to find how filthy and 
dirtv they really are. It is not an un- 
common sight to see cows, pigs, ijpcks 
and chickens walk out of the hall way 
of the houses. The reason for this is 
the vows are sheltered in the

buildui.; as the people. The people live 
in the Iront part of the houses and the 
rear is used for their stock, the hall 
way sx>es straight back to the stable 
and doors off of the hall lead into, the 
living .rooms of the people. So now 
you can understand why both people 
and animals use th? same hall way. I 
said living rooms which 1 didn't really 
mean, for the majority of the people 
seem to eat, sleep, work and cook in 
the same room.
